When the kids get up close to feed a 
baby goat or calf on a farm tour, and 
look a hawk or turtle straight in the eye 
at the Discovery Center, they'll be mak- 
ing lifetime memories. 


RETIREES can rest easy in style, with 
B&Bs, spas, theater and music, and vine- 
yards for excitement at a slower pace. But 
world-class golf, tennis, antiquing, and 
nature tours in fantastic surroundings will 
get their hearts, minds, and muscles rac- 
ing—if that enticing hammock doesn’t 
lure them back to the porch. 
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Accident (Flowery Vale) 
How did Accident get its unusual name? There are several accounts, 
but the following one seems the most plausible. When Lord Baltimore 
opened Western Maryland for settlement in 1774, William Deakins and 
Brooke Beall set out to survey land. When the work was completed, 
the men discovered they had selected the same tract to survey. One of 
them reputedly stated that it appeared they had selected the same 
land “by accident.” The oldest known structure in Accident offers a 
glimpse into the town’s past: the Drane House was built in 1797. It is 
one of the few original frontier plantation homes remaining on 
Maryland's tableland and is representative of the area's tobacco-grow- 
ing days. Today, community parks offer Accident’s residents and visitors 
a fishing pond, pavilion, Little League field, walking trail, and other 
amenities. “Accident’s 4th of July Homecoming” draws large crowds, 
locals, their relatives, and past residents, who gather to enjoy a parade, 
concerts, games, and good food.

Deer Park 

Once famous for its luxurious resort hotel, the small town of Deer 
Park is again poised for growth. An increasing number of homes and 
historic buildings are being restored. Deer Park traces its history back 
to 1774, when a 2,000-acre tract was surveyed and patented in that 
name to A. Stewart. The town grew rapidly in the mid-1880s as the 
B&O Railroad carried wealthy summer vacationers from Baltimore 
and Washington to enjoy the cool mountain air. Many ended up 
staying at the newly opened (1872) Deer Park Hotel, with as many as 
300 rooms to accommodate these prestigious visitors, including sev- 
eral large, ornate “cottages” built just for them. The day after their 
wedding at the White House in 1886, President Grover Cleveland 
and his bride arrived in Deer Park for their honeymoon. Today, the 
Deer Park Inn Bed and Breakfast continues the tradition with an ele- 
gant restaurant featuring authentic French cuisine. Though the his- 
toric hotel is long gone, numerous other gracious homes remain 
today. Deer Park is the home of The Flying Scot Sailboat Company, 
which manufactures handcrafted state-of-the-art fiberglass sailboats 
that are sold worldwide; it’s also the source of the pure, natural, 
Deer Park Natural Spring Water.

Friendsville 

The site of the first settlement (Selbysport is the oldest town) in 
Garrett County, Friendsville was named for John Friend, Sr., who came 
to the area in 1765 and bought land from the Native Americans. 
When the C&O Railroad was built a century later, in 1890, the town 
became an important shipping point for lumber products. Friendsville, 
with its prime location along the Youghiogheny River, is now most 
noted for its adventure sports, which includes excellent whitewater 
and hiking opportunities at the foot of the Youghiogheny corridor, 
just above the Yough Dam. Major businesses located in Friendsville 
include Precision Rafting and Demaree Inflatable Rafts. Friendsville is 
also the home of the Friend Family Association’s National Heritage 
Museum and Library, the Friendsville Days summer celebration, and an 
annual fiddle and banjo competition.

Grantsville 

Grantsville started out with another name in the 18th century. 
Baltimore innkeeper Daniel Grant was awarded a land grant in 1785; 
a decade later, in 1796, he moved to a spot in northern Garrett 
County called Cornucopia. There he established Grant's Village, set- 
tling along the route constructed by General Braddock’s troops dur- 
ing the French and Indian War. The historic National Road was later 
built along this same route to carry the traffic and commerce of a 
growing nation. The nearby Casselman Bridge, built on the National 
Road in 1813 and still standing, was the largest single-span stone arch 
bridge of its time. An 1818 stagecoach stop in Grantsville now houses 
a restaurant and craft shop. At the adjacent Spruce Forest Artisan 
Village, visitors can tour log cabins, schoolhouses, a church, and other 
rustic buildings, which house a variety of working artisans.

Kitzmiller 

Once a booming company town, Kitzmiller was one of the largest pro- 
ducers and shippers of coal in Garrett County. Today, citizens of 
Kitzmiller continue to enjoy their town’s rich history, especially as they 
celebrate the town’s “homecoming” each July. Sitting on the North 
Branch of the Potomac River, Kitzmiller provides visitors and residents 
with many recreational opportunities: Sportsmen can enjoy fishing in 
the river while others may prefer a picnic in the park and a stroll 
through the botanical garden. The town’s river walk creates a scenic 
view for bicyclists, skaters, and hikers, who often head off into the 
wilds along the North Branch. Basketball courts, horseshoe pits, and a 
volleyball court are also available in the town’s parks. The mayor and 
town council are in the process of restoring the Kitzmiller Company 
Store, which will also be used as a visitors information center.

Loch Lynn Heights 

Loch Lynn Heights flourished as a resort area during the heyday of 
the B&O Railroad. Trains would stop at the station in Loch Lynn 
Heights, bringing guests from the Baltimore/Washington area to 
the mountaintop’s luxury hotels, especially the Loch Lynn Hotel (the 
largest) with its indoor swimming pool and bowling alleys in an 
adjacent casino. Fire destroyed this lavish resort in 1918. Today, Loch 
Lynn Heights is a family-focused community, boasting recreational 
facilities including a playground, three soccer fields, two softball 
fields, and a concession stand with rest facilities. A community 
building includes an auditorium, plus an outdoor pavilion with rest 
facilities and a playground for children. Loch Lynn Heights is home 
to Radio FX, which includes WKHJ, WMSG, and The Train.

Mountain Lake Park 

Established in 1881, Mountain Lake Park observed two milestone 
anniversaries recently: its founding 125 years ago, and its incorpora- 
tion 50 years later. Originally envisioned as a Chautauqua-style sum- 
mer resort, the town saw thousands of visitors from throughout the 
region from 1882 until 1942. They would visit the Park to enjoy the 
cool, clean mountain air and the numerous cultural, educational, 
and recreational activities offered by the Chautauqua program. The 
B&O Railroad provided convenient escape from hot summers in the 
Baltimore/Washington area, even for notables including Pres. 
William Howard Taft, Mark Twain, William Jennings Bryan, and 
evangelist Billy Sunday. Today, Mountain Lake Park is a quiet

residential community, noted for its unique character and rich vari- 
ety of Victorian homes (many listed on the National Register of 
Historic Places). For the past eighty-three years, Mountain Lake Park 
also has been the home of the Western Maryland Clay Court Tennis 
Championships, held each August.

Oakland 


The National Historic Trust designated Oakland as a National Main 
Street Community in 1998; with its predominant Victorian sections, it 
has also been recognized as a “Preserve America” Community. The 
1884 Queen Anne-style B&O Train Station is one of the architectural 
and historic centerpieces of the town. The Farmers Market regularly 
takes over the central outdoor pavilion, also host of many special 
events, like the Little Yough Summer Music Festival; a handicapped- 
accessible fishing pier, kayak and canoe launch, and fitness trail 
(affording easy access to downtown) are nearby. Strollers can enjoy 
the Garrett County Historical Society Museum, numerous businesses 
and specialty retail shops, restaurants, the historic Oakland Hotel 
site, and a pedestrian bridge over the headwaters of the Little 
Youghiogheny River and Washington Spring. (George Washington 
allegedly drank from this spot.) Oakland’s parks welcome many for 
outdoor recreation; the largest of these is Broadford Lake Park, a 
400-acre refuge with kayak and canoes (no motorcraft allowed), 
pavilions, playgrounds, ballfields, and 140 acres of water, with a 600- 
foot sandy beach that welcomes swimmers and fishing enthusiasts. 
Oakland also boasts an 18-hole championship golf course with a pro 
shop, dining facilities, and clubhouse. Serving as Garrett County's 
seat, this town offers some unique business opportunities through 
the Main Street program, in association with the Greater Oakland 
Business Association (GOBA).

Happy Trails 


Exploring Mountain Maryland just got a lit- 
tle easier, thanks to a passionate group of 
outdoor enthusiasts. 

The Senator Paul S. Sarbanes River Access 
Trail (opening May 10) is just the latest 
accomplishment of a hard-working volunteer 
group. The Garrett Recreational Trails Task 
Force, a dozen or so volunteers appointed by

the county commissioners, has one mission: to create ample 
opportunities for hiking and biking throughout the county.

Overlook One. In addition, the Friendsville Revitalization Task 
Force Trail Committee is improving the two-mile trail from 
Friendsville to Kendall. Improvements are also underway on 
numerous county trails, including the Deep Creek Lake to Wisp, 
Meadow Mountain, and Margroff Plantation trails. 

The group is planning for the future, with a more extensive 
web of trails in its sights (see map). Plans are to eventually join 
trails from Deep Creek Lake, Grantsville, Friendsville, Oakland, 
and Kitzmiller. The task force has a singular goal: not only to 
crisscross the county with trails, but also to connect with the 
Allegheny Highland Trail systems of West Virginia, Pennsylvania, 
and Maryland, so travelers can hike or bike straight through to 
D.C., the New River Gorge, even Pittsburgh.

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ATV Trail Riding 

All-terrain vehicles (ATVs) are welcome on the limited miles of 
designated off-road vehicle trails within the Potomac-Garrett and 
Savage River State Forests (see parks chart on page 54). A $15 
DNR trail fee is required when you bring your own. Some trails 
are limited to snowmobiles only and restricted during hunting 
season; check www.dnr.state.md.us/publiclands/orv.html for trails 
and restrictions. Helmets are required. Guided ATV tours are 
also available, with rentals, from local outfitters. A massive new 
ATV course has opened up with more than 3,000 acres of trails, 
from groomed to wild, for beginners to experts (see Recreation 
Chart for details). 


Birdwatching 

With its premier spot on the Eastern Flyway, Garrett County 
welcomes swarms of migrants in spring and fall—and many stay 
for extended periods due to the prime habitat. The county lakes 
are a major stopover point for migrating waterfowl, even osprey. 
This mountain haven is also home to many northern and south- 
ern species’ nesting pairs—more than 200 species have been 
seen in the Mt. Nebo Wildlife Management Area alone. Pick up 
a copy of the “Birds of Garrett County” brochure at the Visitors 
Center; naturalists are on hand at most parks—see Parks Chart. 
You may be rewarded with a majestic eagle sighting. 


Dog-Carting 

You might only think of dogsledding as a winter sport, but lo 
and behold, there are dog cart rides (on wheels or specially 
designed “dry sleds”) for those times when the snow is long 
gone and the sun is a-shinin’. 


Horse-Drawn Carriages and Sleigh Rides 
A romantic afternoon sojourn or cuddly, snowy interlude in a 
one-horse open sleigh awaits at several local farms/stables, 
where historic modes of transportation serve up a nostalgic 
ride for the modern couple or holiday funseekers. 


Horseback Riding 

Your horse is welcome in many Garrett County designated 
forests and trails; several of the maintained trails allow horse- 
back riding. Check for a map at www.dnr.state.md.us/publi- 
clands/maps/garrettsystem.html and at the Visitors Center. 
But several stables and facilities offer trail rides for all level of 
rider, hayrides for the family, even lessons. 


Hunting 
For centuries, Native American tribes came from as far away 
as Ohio to summer hunting grounds well-known for their 
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prized game. The tradition continues, as Garrett County 
regularly notches up record-breaking seasons for size and 
number of takes. More than 80,000 combined acres of pub- 
lic hunting land are maintained by the state, including the 
Mt. Nebo Wildlife Management Area, Deep Creek Lake 
State Park, Potomac-Garrett State Forest, and the Savage 
River State Forest. Hunters must purchase a hunting license 
from a Maryland DNR licensing agent; local sporting goods 
stores also provide licenses and supplies. Hunting season 
dates and additional information are available at 
www.dnr.state.md.us/huntersguide. Be advised that there is 
a separate season for archery/bow hunting arid firearms. 


Mountain Boarding 

In a combo of snowboarding, skateboarding, and mountain 
biking, mountain boarding takes the stage at Wisp when the 
snow melts and the skis are put away. Hit the chairlift and see 
the mountain in a whole new light. Instruction and rentals are 
available. 


Rock Climbing 

This is high country, and you need only look up for climbing 
opportunities. Nearby Cooper's Rock and Seneca Rocks are 
likely spots for beginners and the more experienced, but local 
outfitters can offer advice as well as renting equipment. Several 
also offer extended trips. The newly opened Fork Run, a 550- 
acre recreation area and part of the Adventure Sports Center, 
provides numerous opportunities for rock climbing. You can 
also practice your moves at several climbing walls in the area, 
both indoor and outdoor. 


Rollerblading and Skateboarding 

It’s not just freestyle biking enthusiasts who head to the street- 
savvy network of ramps and rails—rollerbladers and skate- 
boarders of all levels of talent find the local skate park a real 
joy, and a challenge. 


Shooting/Sporting Clays/Skeet 

Sport shooting is a kick even for non-hunters. Splatter some 
skeet or clays with your own gun, or rent one onsite at a 
local outfitter. 


Tennis 

The ever-popular sport of tennis is a natural in the cool 
mountain air, and numerous free courts throughout the coun- 
ty are open to the public. Local resorts offer lessons and equip- 
ment as well. For information on the court closest to you, 
contact the Visitors Center. 
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Boating—Motorized 
From powerboats and pontoon boats, the lakes of Garrett County 
are a boater’s dream. This is a world of waterbound thrills, espe- 
cially for personal watercraft (PWC)—break out your Jet Ski or 
SeaDoo for a wave of summer fun. Check the Department of 
ces website for a map of public boat ramps:

€ some restrictions on personal watercraft; before you head out, 
check the ‘ “Safe Boating Tips” below, as well. 
Deep Creek Lake, naturally, provides the most support for the 
boating community.

_ in mind. Here, you can boat to the grocery store, restaurants, 
- bait shops, hardware store, ice cream parlor, movie theater, or 
even office supply store from your home base. There are several 
_ marinas to serve your needs, from rentals to launching services to 
dies supplies. There are three full-service marinas with gas available;

Boating—Non-Motorized 

Self-powered boats—rowboats, paddleboats, kayaks, and the 
like—are welcome on the three big lakes, but remember you have 
to share the water, and the wakes, of the power crowd. 

However, the smaller lakes, at Herrington Manor State Park, 
New Germany State Park, Savage River Reservoir, and Broadford 
Lake Park are reserved for non-gas powered boats only. Seasonal 
rentals are available from park personnel at Herrington Manor, 
New Germany, and Broadford. Others can be had for shorter 
periods from local recreation outfitters. 


Sailing 

The Deep Creek Yacht Racing Association sailboat races are held 
every weekend, Memorial Day to Labor Day. The races are laid 
out over various courses in the southern end of the lake, below 
the Glendale Bridge for Flying Scots (manufactured nearby) and 
Lasers. Saturday offers races with starts beginning at noon and at 
2:30 p.m. Sunday races feature four starts beginning at 1 p.m.

4159 (summer season). Races are best viewed from the water. 
Lessons are available at a local school. Regretfully, you cannot 
currently rent a sailboat, but please bring your own and enjoy

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Boating 
Safety Tips 


If you were born after July 
1, 1972, a Boating Safety 
Certificate is required 
to operate a water 
vessel in Maryland. 
The required training 
is offered locally at 
Garrett College (301- 
387-3069) or else- 
where in Maryland 
(410-974-2040) or visit 
the DNR website at 
www.dnr.state.md.us/boating/safety. 


¢ The law requires one wearable Coast Guard-approved 
Personal Flotation Device (PFD) be carried for each per- 
son on board plus one throwable device. Any boat hav- 
ing confined air spaces must have at least one Coast 
Guard-approved, fully charged fire extinguisher. All 
children under the age of 7 must WEAR a Coast Guard- 
approved Personal Flotation Device (Life Jacket - Type |, 
II, Ill or V) while underway on a recreational vessel 
under 21 feet in length on Maryland waters. 


¢ It is unlawful to operate a boat in a reckless or negli- 
gent manner or while under the influence of drugs 
or alcohol. 


¢ Please remember that minimum wake regulations are 
in force for 100 feet from shore and in buoyed areas. 


e Permissible length for pontoon boats is 30 feet; all 
other vessels may not exceed 26 feet. Houseboats are 
not permitted. Engines may not exceed the manufac- 
turer's recommended capacity or total displacement of 
550 cubic inches. 


e There is a pump-out station for garbage, sewage, and 
other waste materials located adjacent to the Deep 
Creek Lake State Park Launch Area. Lake discharges are 
strictly prohibited! 


¢ Waterskiing is permitted on all parts of the lake except 
buoyed areas or 100 feet from shore, bridges, objects, 
or other watercraft. Two persons in the boat are 
required (an operator and an observer) who must be at 
least 12 years old. Waterskiing is not permitted 
between sunset and sunrise. 


¢ To obtain a copy of Maryland State and Federal 
Requirements for recreational vessels, call the Natural 
Resources Police at 301-777-7771 or on the Web at 
www.dnr.state.md.us/boating.

Fishing 

You can cast a line into any of the numerous Garrett County 
streams, known for world-class trout fishing, and you'll have 
an excellent chance to snag brown, rainbow, and brook trout. 
Special regulation areas on the Savage and Casselman rivers, 
numerous stocked streams, and a multitude of native brook 
trout streams provide anglers with a variety of quality trout 
fishing possibilities. For a list of stocked streams and applica- 
ble regulations, consult the Maryland Sportfishing Guide, 
available from businesses that sell fishing licenses.

Fly Fishing 
The added allure of fly fishing has really taken hold in Garrett 
County, with its four world-famous rivers: the wild and scenic 
Youghiogheny (Yough), North Branch of the Potomac, Savage, 
and Casselman. All Maryland state record trout were caught in 
Garrett County. A detailed Fly Fishing brochure, including 
hatches, is available at the Visitors Center of the Garrett 
County Chamber of Commerce, 301-387-4386 or www.fly- 
fishmaryland.com. The DNR Regional Fisheries Office is 
located on Kings Run Road, 301-334-8218, or visit 
www.dnr.state.md.us/fisheries. 

Access to the North Branch tail water is through the small 
town of Elk Garden, W. Va., south of Kitzmiller, Md., and 
down into the river-valley town of Barnum. It is now also 
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accessible via the new Paul S. Sarbanes trail from the 
Maryland side of the river. It is recommended that you 
consult a map before setting out. Maryland and West 
Virginia have a reciprocal agreement on the North 
Branch—a valid license from either state is recognized on 
both sides of the river. 


ice Fishing 

Even during those hard winters, fishermen can still get 
hooked: There are numerous opportunities on Deep 
Creek Lake and Savage River Reservoir for “hard water 
fishing.” Bore a hole and drop a line: yellow perch and wall- 
eye provide most of the action, but other species, such as 
northern pike, trout, pickerel, crappie, and bass are frequent- 
ly caught. Ice augers and equipment may be rented at some 
businesses (check out DC Outfitters and Bill’s Outdoor 
Center); check the Sportfishing Guide for additional infor- 
mation. And be sure to check with the locals: Ice should 
be at least several inches thick for safe fishing.

Youghiogheny River 
The Wild and Scenic Yough (pronounced 
“Yock”) River begins in Garrett County and 
travels to the Gulf of Mexico via the 
Mississippi River. The riverbed is steep and 
heavily forested, dropping an average of 
100 feet in elevation per mile—the result is 
beautiful waterfalls and enticing rapids. It 
is an exceptional recreational area for all 
outdoor activities, including paddling and 
fishing, hiking and biking along the banks. 


Branch. Anglers refer to this as the “Grand 
Slam” river because of the different vari- 
eties of trout you can catch and the 
numerous amounts of state record-sized 
fish (trout topping 12 pounds have been 
taken). The Maryland Fisheries Service initi- 
ated a trout stocking program in two dif- 
ferent management zones, totaling twen- 
ty-one miles upstream of Jennings 
Randolph Lake. About fourteen miles are 
stocked for harvest under put-and-take 
regulations, while about seven miles with- 
in the Potomac State Forest are managed 


Savage River State Forest, surrounded by 
parks, forest, and camping areas. It is a 
destination for whitewater paddling and 
slalom racing; it’s even been used for the 
United States Olympic Trials. The Savage, 
an easy access pocket water river, is nation- 
ally recognized for its head and tail water 
catch & release trout fishing. Naturally 
reproducing brown and brook trout share 
this habitat with stocked trophy-size fish. It 
is controlled by Savage River State Forest 
personnel. 301-895-5453. 


When the water is high, there are twenty- 
three Class IV and V rapids for rafting or 
expert kayaking. At lower levels, it is a 
tremendous trout habitat full of trophy 
fish. There are plenty of fingerling plants 
with dependable caddis and midge hatch- 
es. It is a part of the Maryland Park Service 
and supervised by Deep Creek Lake State 
Park.

New Germany State Park (301-895-5453) within the 
Savage River State Forest offers is the perfect spot for novices 
on two trails along Poplar Lick Run (more challenging trails 
also available). Herrington Manor State Park (301-334-9180) 
also offers groomed trails; all the parks also provide warming 
lodges (in addition to safe haven and toasty woodstoves, they 
also have trail maps, and information on weather and snow 
conditions). Reasonable rentals are available at concessions at 
the parks. Check out maps and additional information at 
www.dnr.state.md.us/outdoors/; click on winter sports. 

Several local lodges are near groomed trails within the 
Savage River State Forest; some even rent equipment; some 
golf courses and farms also open their grounds to cross-country 
skiers during the winter. Check with local outfitters; some offer 
ecotours and/or lessons along with equipment. 


Dogsledding/Sleigh Rides 
Non-skiers can still schuss through the 
snow—and let beautiful dogs do all the 
work! Two companies have recently 
brought dogsledding to the Deep Creek 
area for those times when a good snow 
cover is on the ground (six inches and 
up). But there are even dog cart rides 
(on wheels or specially designed “dry 
sleds”) for those times when the snow- 
fall doesn’t cooperate. 

You can also snuggle up under the 
blanket as you dash through the snow on 
an old-fashioned one-horse open sleigh 
ride. And it’s even dreamier at sunset or 
across a moonlit field. 


Ice Fishing/Ice Climbing 
Check with local outfitters for these deep 
winter activities, available only during 
extremely cold winters. 


Sledding and Tubing 
Be a kid again and jump on that Flexible 
Flyer for pure winter joy. If you forget 
your sled, don’t worry. Stop at 
Herrington Manor State Park (301-334- 
9180) and rent one for $3 (half day; $6 
full day). Pick from several of the sled 
hills in the park. 

If you want the thrill of the ride 
down, but hate the walk up, head to 
the Bear Claw Snow Tubing Park at 


Wisp Resort, where two surface lifts 
pull tubes and their riders up the hill. 
And no special equipment is required— 
just warm clothes and smiles! (No 
scarves or loose clothing, please.)

Snowmobiling

Rich beginnings 

Garrett County was formed from its neighbor to the east, 
Allegany County, in 1872, the last of Maryland's counties to be 
established. But the county, bordered by Pennsylvania and’ 
West Virginia, is equally rich in history. From the B&O 
Railroad Station to the National Road, Garrett County offers 
visitors a wealth of historic experiences. 

Nartural history makes a special mark in Garrett County. 
Hoye Crest (named for the historical society founder) is 
Maryland’s highest point; an Ice Age relic, the Cranesville 
Subarctic Swamp, is still home to prehistoric bogs and forests. 
Our region boasts everything from 18th-century border markers 
to a range of restored 19th-century architecture and historic 
bridges—the Casselman River Bridge was once the largest single- 
span stone arch in the world. 


Lake Beginnings 

Deep Creek Lake, the county’s most popular tourist attraction, is 
its activity hub. Maryland's largest freshwater lake—at 3,900 
acres—is part mother nature, part human ingenuity, The 
Youghiogheny Hydro-Electric Corporation crafted the lake, using 
the surrounding streams, to generate electrical power. 
Construction began on November 1, 1923, with a thousand 
men. Two-and-a-half years later, in May 1925, the electric plant 
began operation. At its deepest, the lake is 75 feet and has a 65- 
mile shoreline. Today, Deep Creek Lake is owned by the state of 
Maryland and maintained by the Department of National 
Resources (DNR). The popular area is used year-round by visitors 
and residents alike. 


Garrett County Historical Museum 

Begin at the Garrett County Historical Museum on Second 
Street in Oakland for a regional overview. As part of its setting 
in Dailey Park, the museum retains the porch facade, gas 
house, and gazebo of the historic Deer Park Hotel, a former 
grande dame of lodgings. Capture a glimpse into the lives of 
the early settlers and more recent residents of the mountain 
communities. The museum is staffed by local volunteers. Call 
301-334-3226 for information and hours. 


Casselman Inn/Casselman River Bridge 
The cattlemen and settlers headed west in the early 19th centu- 
ry in coach and wagon through the wilds of Garrett County, 
mostly along the National Road. In 1813, the Casselman River 
Bridge was built near Grantsville to expedite that journey. 
Then, it was the largest single-span stone arch bridge in the 
world, earning it a listing on the National Register of Historic 
Places. Naturally, much grew up around this important junc- 
ture, including several hostelries and Stanton’s Mill. Built in 
1797 and used continuously until 1994, the mill has now been 
restored and once again grinds meals and flours from locally 
grown and imported grains. A cultural area and artisans’ vil- 
lage, the Spruce Forest Artisan Village, occupies the parkland 
surrounding the bridge, and you can still settle in to the his- 
toric Casselman Inn, built in 1842, for a meal and a bed in 
the tradition of the old drovers. 301-895-5055 or

Cranesville Subarctic Swamp 

Walk in the footsteps of prehistoric creatures in the 850-acre 
wetland along the border of West Virginia. It was one of the 
first National Natural Landmarks to be designated by the 
National Park Service, in 1965. It’s been described as “a small 
piece of forest and bog that remained behind after the Ice 
Age,” formed nearly 15,000 years ago. Now owned by the 
Nature Conservancy, it’s not much different than in that 
time—wild and still home to a range of species of plants usual- 
ly found in the extreme northern areas of Alaska and Canada, 
the southernmost point for larch tree forests. A boardwalk 
crosses the swamp, and six trails wind through this unusual 
tundra region. For more information, see www.nature.org and

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Oakland—A Cultural Evolution 


Oakland started as a trading point for people traveling on the 
National Road. Lumber and coal were the town’s main indus- 
tries—boosted by the B&O Railroad. While the lumber and coal 
business in Oakland has dwindled, the town has reinvented 
itself. A stroll through town offers the historic Oakland Hotel 
site and a pedestrian bridge over the headwaters of the 
Youghiogheny River. The quaint streets look as they may have 
many years ago, but they are now lined with an eclectic selec- 
tion of shops, restaurants, and galleries to lure residents and 
visitors alike. A farmers’ market, art gallery, Garrett County 
Historical Museum, and town theater also offer options for a 
casual afternoon. 

Oakland’s restored 1884 B&O Railroad Station, which has 
been added to the National Register of Historic Places, is now 
open to the public as a Visitors Center and The Shoppe at 
Heritage Square. Only a short drive from Deep Creek Lake, 
Oakland is the perfect stop for shopping and relaxation. 
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The Historic National Road 


THE ROAD THAT BUILT THE NATION 


A significant piece of United States history passes through 
Garrett County—the Historic National Road is the road that built 
the nation. Known as Nemacolin’s Path by the Delaware- 
Algonquin and Nemacolin Indians, as well as agents of the Ohio 
Company, the path was widened during the French and Indian 
War by Gen. Edward Braddock to move more than 2,000 sol- 
diers, 400 horses, and numerous supplies westward. On his ill- 
fated march to Fort Duquesne near Pittsburgh, Braddock met 
defeat at the Battle of the Monongahela in 1755, and died sev- 
eral days later. George Washington honored him with a eulogy, 
and the thoroughfare became known as Braddock’s Trail. 

The road became the basis for the first federally funded 
route in the country, cut through northern Garrett County in 
1811. Renamed the National Road, it became the main route for 
drovers taking their cattle, geese, and other livestock east to big 
city markets. Businesses like the Casselman Drover’s Inn (remain- 
ing as one of the oldest hotels along the route in continuous 
operation) opened along the way to serve weary travelers. 

The highest point along the road is Negro Mountain, named 
by Col. Thomas Cresap in the 1750s. The colonel and his slave, 
Nemesis, were tracking a group of American Indians when the 
slave had a premonition that he would not return. He was 
offered the opportunity to remain but did not. Cresap’s party pur- 
sued the Indians, and Nemesis was killed during a fierce battle. 
The colonel buried his slave, and named the mountain after him. 

When the Federal Highway Act provided for a federally fund- 
ed system of primary routes, the National Road became part of 
one of the earliest designated routes. Between 1925 and 1926, 
the National Road became part of U.S. Rt. 40, which eventually 
became a major route across the entire United States. The coun- 
ty has preserved many of her vistas and buildings along the way; 
there are twelve markers along the twenty-six miles that run 
through the region. A map guide for National Road marker dis- 
plays is available at the Visitors Center. 
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Drane House 

Head to Accident, Md., to visit the oldest residence in Garrett 
County. The house was built for James and Priscilla Drane 
and their children some time prior to 1800. The two-story, 
hand-hewn log structure has been painstakingly restored, and 


is open to the public for tours by appointment and for special 
events. Call Accident Town Hall at 301-746-6346. 


Fairfax Stone 

Small in stature, but large in history, this stone is one of the 
oldest markers in the United States, and is on the border 
between West Virginia and Maryland. Now part of a state 
park carrying its name, it played a prominent role in deter- 
mining the boundary of Maryland and West Virginia; George 
Washington marked the headwaters of the Potomac River. 
Head south on Rt. 219 until you see the signs for Fairfax 
Stone State Park; it’s about two miles off the road. 


Friend Family Association’s National 
Heritage Museum 

Friendsville, a community along the Youghiogheny, settled by 
John Friend in 1765, is the oldest of Garrett County's towns. 
The fine old building on Maple Street now stands as a muse- 
um to the time. Friend’s family, and families all around the 
world, are chronicled in documents and photos. It is home to 
the Friend Family Association of America, and has the 
Colonel Lester D. Friend, Sr. Historical Library, a genealogi- 
cal resource, on the second floor (any research must be done 
on site). Open May to November; for other times and info, 
contact 301-746-4690 or www.friendfamilyassociation.org. 


Grantsville Museum 

Grantsville’s new Community Museum, on the Historic 
National Road, opened last year in the old town library. The 
museum features a special photography exhibit documenting 
the early days of the town and its citizens. Leo Beachy’s work is 
noted for its unique portrayals of laughing children and ordi- 
nary citizens at work at a time when most photos were formal, 
posed shots. It also included important documentation of con- 
struction of the National Road in the early 1900s. His unique 
photos were highlighted in a Maryland Public Television 
Special, “Images of Maryland, 1900-2000.” Along with a fine 
selection of his photographs, the museum features glass plates 
and the equipment used by the renowned photographer. The 
museum also includes exhibits from First State Bank, the initial 
occupant of the building, in the original bank vault. Other 
items on display are clothing, toys, glassware, and other histori- 
cal items from the area. 


Maryland's High Point 

Hoye-Crest on Backbone Mountain, with an elevation of 3,360 
feet, is the highest point in Maryland. A densely forested and 
serene area, this is a favorite destination of hikers, and was named 
for Capt. Charles Edward Hoye, founder of the Garrett County 
Historical Society. Situated close to the state line, the easiest 
access is from West Virginia's Monongahela National Forest. 
(Head south on Rt. 219; sign will be on your left.) Don’t forget 
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to pick up a certificate near the marker sign, confirming that you 
made it to the highest point in Maryland. For maps and more 
information, stop at the Garrett County Visitors Center or call 


301-387-4FUN. 


The Shoppe at Heritage Square 

It’s a striking location, setting the historic tone for many of its 
surroundings. The newly renovated B&O Railroad Station in 
Oakland opened as The Shoppe at Heritage Square (a partner- 
ship between the Chamber of Commerce and the town) in 
2004. Inside, find traditional works from quality craftspeople 
and the products of farmers from Mountain Maryland. Locally 
made items, including apparel, soaps, stained glass, and pottery, 
are showcased in an antiques setting (most of those are for sale as 
well). Delectables like salsas, pepper jellies from local farms, and 
honey from local hives join offerings of Amish-made jams or 
stone-ground grains prepared at a local mill. And there's always
